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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
In response to the Final Office Action dated 12/30/2005, applicant argues: 

(1 ) Drews fails to disclose, "determining, at a particular time, whether the buffer array entry indicates a particular 
value" because the "count" as disclosed by Drews is not stored within a circular buffer queue [p. 2, line 21 - p. 3, line 7]; and 

(2) The "next-ready marker" and "the next-available marker" of Drews does not identify a slot that was last used for 
buffering data [p. 3, line 8 - p. 4, line 2]. 

As to argument (1), examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that the count identifies a slot in the circular 
queue [i.e. col. 3, lines 54 - col. 4, line 12], which includes a flag that determines if the slot is "acquire" [i.e. col. 48 - 63]. 

In response to argument (2), examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that the next-ready marker and the next-available 
marker represents different states of the buffer index. The next-ready marker identifies the next slot available to the consumer 
[i.e. col. 3, lines 20 - 39] and it also identifies the last slot the producer used to buffer data. The next-available marker indicates 
the next slot available to the producer [i.e. col. 3, lines 20 - 39] to write to and also represents the incremented buffer index value 
[see Fig. 3, "next ready" points to slots last used to buffer data and "next available" points to the slot after the "next ready" slot]. 
Therefore, the "next available" is the incremented value of "next ready".]. 
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
